Alabama watercraft users reminded to use common 
boating safety urged as Memorial Day approaches 


During the Memorial Day 
weekend, an increased number 
of boaters, are expected to take 
to the water, With this increase 
in Waffic, the possibility of acci 
dents also increases. Sadly, 
there have already been nine 
boaung-related | fatalities on 
Alabama’s walerways this year 
Li. Erica Shipman of the 
Alabama Department of 
Conservation and Natural 
Resources’ Marine Police says 
that even with the increase in 
boater waffic, mishaps can be 
avoided if some simple rules are 
followed 

1. No one under the age of 12 
may operate any kind of motor- 
ized vessel, Anyone 12 or older, 
who operates a boat, must have 
an operator's license. 12-14 year 
olds may only operate with 
someone 21 years old or older, 
in the boat, within reach of the 
steering mechanism, Anyone 14 
years old or older may operate 
alone, providing he or she has a 
valid operator's license 

2 Know your boat's load 


limit, Don't overload beyond 
the safe loading capacity indi 
caled on the capacity plate 
Always carry the required safety

4 Keep personal floatation 
devices accessible, Wearable 
PFDs (type I, Ul, I) or V) are 
required for all boats.

Henderson leads all the way to 
grab Super Stock feature win at 
South Alabama Speedway

The O'Reilly Southern. All 
Star SuperTruck Series visited 
South Alabama Speedway for a 
100-lap event Saturday night, 
the fifth race on the 2004 sched- 
ule. Jeff; Wainwright left little 
doubt who had the fastest truck 
around as he set fast time in 
qualifying and then breezed to a 
relative easy win. : 

Wainwright turned the 4/10 
mile oval in 17.694 seconds to 
out qualify 17 other ‘trucks. The 
only blemish on Wainwright's 
night was his inversion die roll, 
which turned up’ a five. That 
slowed Wainwright for only a 
short time. Mitchell Walls led 
the field to the green flag and 
took the early lead over outside 
pole sitter John Shuffler as the 
field headed into turn one. The 
caution flew on Jap four and 
when race resumed on lap 
seven, Richard Johns got to the 
inside of Shuffler to take sec- 
ond, Johns outran Walls to the 
Stripe to take the lead on lap 
eight. Wainwright followed 
Johns past Walls to move into 
second. 

Johns led until lap 22 when 
Wainwright got inside to take 
away. the ‘top spot. Once past 
Johns, Wainwnght pulled out to 
a comfortable lead. The only 
thing that kept the field close to 
Wainwright was the yellow flag, 
which waved ° frequently: 
between laps 25-50. Senes point 
leader Okie Mason was able to 
make some headway during this 
period, moving from his seventh 
place starting, spot to third, 
Walls was involved in a couple 
of those cautions, which ended 
his impressive early run, 
Wainwright Jed Johns, Mason, 
Shuffler, and Spencer Teal to the 
halfway point. 

The race settled down a bit 
between laps 50-75, and 
Wainwright again pulled away 
from Johns. The running order 
stayed the same, although there 
was plenty of side by side racing 
to keep the crowd entertained. 
The crowd was also watching 
Mike Davidson Slice through 
the field. Davidson had to pit 
during.a lap 36 caution period, 
but was charging through the 
field, moving into the top five 
on dap 72. By the time ‘the cau- 
tion fléw on lap 81, Davidson 
was up to third. On thé restart, 
Davidson got by Johns and had 
10 laps to work his way by 
Wainwright 

Davidson's advances were 
slowed by the last caution of the 
night, which set up a five-lap 
dash. Davidson's tuck seemed 
better on longer runs, however, 
and Wainwright got a good 
jump on the restart. Wainwright 
led Davidson to the line by three 
truck lengths. Mason increased 
his points lead with a third place 
finish. Shuffler’s fourth place 
finish was his series best finish.

AUNT TUDE 

Susan Barron was a small 
child during the early days of 
the Civil War when her father 
left their Pike County Rebel 
Porees. Her sister, Elizabeth, 
wis u few years older; and the 
youngest, Sophronie, was still 
u baby. There were two older 
brothers, Judd and Mark; who 
iso entered the war when 
they became of age to-do so. 

Susan and Elizabeth were 
old enough to mourn for Judd 
who never returned from war. 
He Was. listed as “missing in 
auction” and never found, They 
ull certainly never forgot the 
ivht of Mark riding home on 
a mule, wounded, and dying 
Within a few ‘days: of his 
return. All three of the sisters 
must have been keenly aware 
of the trauma thrust upon their 
mother when their father 
returned with a head wound 
that rendered him as helpless 
us a child. 

One account of the father’s 
problems surfaced in an inci- 
dent When he cut down 
unripened sugar cane and had 
it made into syrup. Another 
incident showed him robbing 
all of the hen’s nest of eggs, 
Wicluding eggs of the nests of 
setting hens. He placed the 
eggs in the washpot by the 
spring, boiled them, and then 
kicked the pot over to gather 
the egys again. His death a 
lew Weeks later was a blessing 
to himself and the entre 
Barron family, Still, his death 
left the .mother alone with 
three smell daughters to raise. 
Ihere were many families in 
similar predicaments as 4 
result of the war 

Fifteen years after the war, 
Susan witnessed the love 
alfair of her younger sister, 
with a handsome 
man from Coffee County, 
James Joel Willis. She proba- 
bly envied her sister as she 
became the bride of Mister 
Willis. He brought the love of 
4 man into a home that had 
been without male compan- 
ionship for so many years, 

Jumes Joel, the second son 
of William’ and Lucinda 
Willis, spent several years 
farming as he and Sophronie 
began a family of six children, 
Later, they moved near Elba, 
Alabama, where, James 
became a carpenter at the con- 
struction of a dam on Pea

. Alms Home, 


River. Susan and Elizabeth 
sold the Barron family farm 
and moved with Sophronie’s 
family to set up a boarding 
house for the construction 
workers at the dam, The Willis 
children - Fleeta, Bibb, Purse. 
Pitt, Ebb, and Johnnie Clyde 
grew up in that atmosphere 

With time, my father, Bibb, 
met and married my mother, 
Mattie Hawkins, and they. set 
tled in the small town Elba 
where | was born! 
Fleeta, the oldest child of 
Jamesand Sophronie. worked 
at the boardinghouse with het 
aunts where she met Jim 
Parker, 4 Supervisor of con 
victs working at the dam 
Fleeta and Jim married. and 
came to raise a family of ereht 
children » in’ the Basin 
Community. nearby. The other 
Willis kids grew up, married, 
and scattered. 2aver the 
Southern states, trom Wowdir « 
to Arkansas. Clyde, the 
youngest daughter, 
some time in the Nayy betore 
marriage 

Sophronie died in 1919, and 
it is thought that Elizabeth 
died a few years earlier, James 
Joel remarried after a couple 
of years, “and: fathered two 
children, Ernest and Annie 
Merle who ‘now live \in 
Northwest Florida 

Soon alter Sophroiie -died, 
Susan sold the, boarding 
house, and moved to 
Montgomery, Alabama, to 
become a nanny tor two chil 
dren of an attorney and his 
wife. She was paid ten dollars 
a month plus room and board 
However, Susan did not know 
that her employer was 
holic and a gambler until he 
had cheated her out of her 
life’s savings. He committed 
suicide, leaving Susan in the 
better known us 
the “Poor House.” 

It is not known how long 
Susan stayed in the home tor 
the poor, but with the aid of 4 
worker there she got a letler to 
Fleeta in Basin, Alabama, On 
the day the letter wis 
received, Jim Parker lett for 
Montgomery and returned 
with Susan Barron to the 
Parker home where she would 
consequently spend many 
happy years. During these 
years, “Aunt Tude” spent 
lime relaxing in the front 
porch swing telling her grand 
children the stories | have 
related to you and many oth 
ers, 

While | knew “Aunt Tude’ 
well, | didn’t learn Uhat her 
real name was “Susan” until 
much later when | Visited and 
listened to Mary Alice Parker 
Boudoin repeat the tales she

“The vast majority of busi 
ness privilege tax returns filed 
by taxpayers are returns that are 
computer-generated cither by 
paid preparers or by the business 
taxpayers’ in-house accounting 
departments,” explained State 
Revenue Commissioner Dwight 
Carlisle. “In effect, the state- 
printed returns—some 
120,000—geénerally were not 
used,” explained Carlisle. 

According to Commissioner 
Carlisle, the ADOR will contin 
ue to print a limited number ot 
business privilege tax returns 
ahd related forms and make 
them available: at-all ADOR 
Taxpayer -Service Centers.‘ In 
addition, taxpayers may down 
load copies of returns by access 
ing “forms” under ADOR'‘s Web 
site at WWw.ador.state.al.us. 

“We will continue to assist 
our business taxpayers in any 
way we can to facilitate their fil- 
ing and payment of the Alabama 
Business Privilege Tax and con-
